Chioaoo, July 7.—Prom present in- 
dications the inquest in the Cronin 
murder case is liable to drag along for 
another week. The names of the new 
and important witnesses are constantly 
cropping out before the jury, and be- 
sides valuable documentary evidences is 
being added almost daily to the papers 
whose preparation and 
presentation 
cost Dr. Cronin his life. 
Every man 
who can throw any additional light on 
the tragedy is being gathered in and 
submitted to the cross-firo of the prose- 
cuting attorneys at the numerous con- 
ferences in the coroner's office. 


Dr. Cronin's papers will furnish the 
most sensational testimony of the whole 
inquiry. They cover a wide scope of 
time and contain startling records tor 
men whose patriotism and devotion to 
the Irish cause have heretofore been 
considered almost above reprbach. The 
doctor's friends claim that every word in 
the documente can be proved by the 
verbatim testimony of corroborating wit. 
nesses who are ready to take the stand 
as soon as'they are asked.

S r a o t o ^ W . T., June 7.—What was 
the business portion of this dty is tbi* 
morning nothing but smouldering ruins 
an4 debris. 
Fire broke out yesterday 
afternoon in the basement of a two-story 
frame building, on the southwest comer 
of Front and Madison streets, owned by 
Mrs. Margaret J. Pontius. The fire 
originated in some turpentine which 
caught fire in some qpy. The first 
story, which was leased by the Seatle 
Shoe cpmpany, and the upper floor be- 
ing 
occupied for offices, was soon 
ablaze. 
The building was soon de- 
stiroyed, and the flames spread rapidly, 
and in a short time the entire square 
was in ruins. 


The flames spread across the street 
and in a half hour another square was 
in ashes and the opera house was de- 
stroyed. From the Opera House block 
the fire spread and quickly swallowed 
up the square to the south. The square 
to the north was then swept and the 
fire communicated to the Occidental 
hotel, the largest in the city, and it was 
destroyed. 


It is estimated that the loss on build- 
ings alone is $10,000,000, and all per- 
sonal losses will probably swell the to- 
tal loss to $20,000,000. It is thought 
many persons must have perished in the 
flames. Giaut powder was used to blow 
up the buildings in hope of staying the 
progress of the flames, but with no ef- 
fect. It is reported that two men have 
been lynched for stealing. 


The fire covered an area of sixty-four 
acres and within that space every news- 
paper office, bank and hotel was de- 
stroyed together with the tdegraph 
offices, depot buildings, wharves, &c. 


The burned disirict presents an aspect 
of a huge oven of burning coals and 
threatens 
even 
further deetruction. 
Crowds of people penniless and home- 
less, wandered through the streets aU 
night. The militia and extra police are 
guarding the property against thieves 
and vandals. Over 100 arrests have al- 
ready been made. The 2)a% JVifum will 
publish to-morrow.

and debris. 
Fire broke out yesterday 


afternoon in the basement of a two-story 
frame building, on the southwest corner 
of Front and Madison streets, owned by 
Mrs. Miirgaret J. Pontius. The fire 
originated in some turpentine which 
caught lire in some ymy. The first 
story, which was leased by the Seatle 
Shoe company, and the upper floor be- 
ing occupied for offices, was soon 
ablaze. 
The building was soon de- 


stroyed, and the flumes xpruad rapidly, 
and in a short timu tho etttiru square 
was in ruins. 


The flames spread across the street
